ENGINEERS AND SHIP- 
BUILDERS. 


Institution Dinner in Hongkong. 


Members of the Institution of Engincers 


and Shipbuilders of Hongkong, together 


climatic conditions, | with friends, assembled in considerable | pranufacturing Co.. 


numbers at tha Hongkong Hote! last night 
in order to enjoy,the annual dinner. The 
President (MrT. W. Robertson) was in the 
chair, and the vico-chairmen wero Messrs 
T. Skinner and W. ©. Jack., A most 
happy time was spent: in social intercourse, 
apeech-making aud music. ‘ 
‘The firat toast on the list after the King 
wan that of “Shipbuilding and Kngineoring 
in Hongkong,” which waa given by the 
President, who briefly indicated the scope 
ofthe. Institution of Engineers and Ship- 
puildors of Hongkong, pointing out that 
it was incorporated eighteen yoars ago by 
aamall but zealous body of engincers and 
shipbuilders, its objects boing the improve- 
mont of the scientific knowledge of its 
members and the furthering of the 
intorests of engineers and shipbuilders, 
and at the same time to provide social 
pleasures for ita membors. At that 
time its memborship consisted of about 
a dozen: to-day it numbered about 300. 
Tho institution was in a flourishing con- 
dition financially, their position haying 
been greatly improved through the ox- 
ertions of their vice-President Mr Skinner 
in gotting the rental of their premises and 
taxes reduced by about $150 par month. 
Prior to that their condition gavo cause 
for anxiety and there wore fears,entertain- 
ed that thoy might have toclose the institu- 
tion, but happily that contingency had been 
averted, and they might anticipate a career 
of continued. usefulness, He appented 
to local angineors’ to show a little of the 
zeal of the founders, two of whom were 
present in tho persons of Mr A. Bain and 
Mr D. Macdonald, and wont on to spesk 
of the progress which enginvering and 
shipbuilding had made in the colony during 
the last tro decades, in proof of which 
they had only to look at the vast establish- 
menta guided chiefly by Europeans and 
equipped with the latest and moat modern 
appliances. This placed Hongkong in a 
position to cope with anything in the 
way .of repairs and ho’ hoped the day 
was not far distant when we should seo 
our excellently equipped’ yards building 
Pacifico greyhounds as well as our friends 
onthe Clyde or om the North East coast. 
What our onterprising ueighhours in the 
islands in the North could do, so might we 
in Hongkong. To do so in this age of 
competition engineers and shipbuilders 
must ba up-to-date and employ methods 
which wero ‘conducive to economy. The 
speaker then proceeded to indicate, the 
advantages of internal combustion ongines 
over the old steam engine, and concluded 
by asking the company to drink to tho 
prosperity of engineeting and shipbuildin; 
(Applavsa.) ; 
Mr QR. Mitchell, in responding, said they 
wero all aware that shipbuilding was one 
of the principsl industries im the Colony, 
‘and it hnd grown very considerably even 
in hig own time. Within a couple of 
month’ he should have beon 26 yaars in 
Hongkong engaged in the active pursuit 
of both engineering and shipbuilding (Ap- 
plause), He remombered when he came 
to tho Colony the largest things built in 
the placo were something like 300 tons 
indicated horse-power, but within the last 
three montha he’ knew of ove establish- 
ment where they had turned ont gote of 
angines nearer 4,000 tona horse-power. It 
would however be o long time before they 
could look forward to building ** Pacific 
hounds,” for one must nob forget 
that in Hongkong they had no paternal 
Government. In Japan,'as they knaw, 
the Government offered considerable sub- 
sidies to shipbuilders ‘and engineers. to 
induce them to lay down plant to enable 
thom to oompets with the Clyde and the 
North East coast. But Britishors wero 
built of harder stuff than that ; thoy did 
not want any paternal Gorermment ; they 
could do it themselves (Hear. hear). In 
Hongkong they had the capacities; and 
with most firms it was 6 question of finance. 
He trusted that in the coming years & 
John Elder would spring up in Hongkong, 
so that in the snuch-talked-of University 
they should have a chair established for 
engineering and ship-building (Applause). 
Perhaps the gentleman who would do that 
was with them that night (Hear, hear). . It 
had been o great credit to Britain that 
sha had been able’ and willing to send 
‘out men who could start tho Chineso to 
help themeclves:in years to come, 80
